Hie parade was attended by Saudi Labor 
Minister Sheikh Ibrahim Al-Anqari and 
other Arab leaders.

Mubarak in Oman 

MANAMA. Sept. 26 (SPA) — Bahrain’s 
council of ministers Wednesday reviewed the 
results of Saudi Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-FaisaT s visit Tuesday. 

Prince Saud returned to Jeddah Tuesday 
evening after conveying two verbal messages 
from King Khaled andCrown Prince Fahd to 
the ruler Sheikh Issa ibn Salman Al- Khalifa. 

The messages were said to have dealt with 
*• the fraternal relations between the two 
countries and latest developments on the 
Arab scene, in general, and in the Gulf, in 
particular. *’ 

The council was also briefed by Minister of 
Development and Industry Yusouf Ahmad 
Al-Shirawi on the Gulf petroleum ministers 
conference held recently in Taif to discuss the 
issues which will be taken up at the Gulf-EEC 
dialogue. 

It reviewed a report by the country’s fore- 
ign minister on the topics to be raised during 
the current U.N. General Assembly session 
and the Arab drive to ensure the victory of 
Arab causes, particularly the Palestinian 
cause. 

The council also discussed an agreement 
signed between Kuwait and Bahrain to 
establish a joint venture for the exploitation 
of natural gas in Bahrain. 

Meanwhile, the ruler Sheikh Issa Wednes- 
day received a message from Kuwaiti Ruler 
Sheikh Jaber Al- Ahmad Al-Sabah. 

The message was handed to Sheikh Issa by 
acting Minister of Defense and Foreign 
Affairs Sheikh Salman Al Sabah. 

The Kuwaiti official said that the message 
dealt with bilateral relations, current 
developments in the Gulf and issues of com- 
mon interest.”

Congressional panel defeats 
cutting U.S. aid to Israel

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 — A congres- 
sional subcommittee studying foreign uid 
appropriations defeated a motion Tuesday 
that would have cut a " symbolic*' 10 per 
cent from Israel 1 s fiscal year 1 980 military aid 
package. 

Although the Senate Foreign Operations 
Subcommittee voted down Son. Mark «>. 
Hatfield’s measure, the Oregon senator vud 
he might introduce an amendment to the 
appropriations bill when it is presented to the 
full Senate Appropriations Committee. 

No date has been set for the full committee 
hearing, but a committee spokesman said it 
** might be within a week. ” 

Hatfield - s motion called for trimming some 
S 65 million from the 652 million in foreign 
military sales credits for Israel proposed h> 
the Carter administration. Israel originally 
requested over $ 1 billion in military aid. 

Hatfield, who found no company for his 
proposal among his colleagues at Tuesday s 
mark-up session on the bill, called his motion 
a “ signal to Israel to indicate that we are 
troubled by the escalation against South 
Lebanon. '* 

The escalation could " trigger greater 


problems in the area, ” Hatfield added. 

Calling Israel's policy of pre-emptive 
strikes in Lebanon using U.S.-supplied air- 
craft and weapons ** bankrupt and 
immoral," Hatfield compared the strikes 
with the United States' incursions into Cam- 
bodia during the Vietnam War. 

•* i appreciate the power of the Israeli 
lobby, ’’ Hatfield noted in verbal banter with 
fellow committee members. " But Israels 
priorities are wrong." 

The most outspoken senator against Hat- 
field's motion was Sen. Dennis de Concini of 
Arizona who called the Israeli lobby a 
- lobby for freedom in the Middle East. " 

In verbal sparring with Hatfield, De Con- 
cini said ” Israel is fighting an undeclared war 
for survival. 1 don’t blame Israel for making 
strikes at targets in Lebanon. " 

In the area of economic assistance, the sub- 
committee voted to give Israel some S 780 
million in aid. Also, included in the economic 
aid package is S 750 million for Egypt, S 60 
million for Jordan and S 45 million for Syria.

JEDDAH Sept. 26 — Crown Prince Fahd 
said Wednesday that Saudi Arabia has 
decided to keep its oil production at 9.5 mil- 
lion barrels per day for the rest of 1979, 
according to the Saudi Press Agency 

Prince Fahd, who is chairman of the King- 
dom’ s Supreme Petroleum Council, said the 
current production level would be continued 
through the fourth quarter of the year 
because “We feel responsible toward our. 
people, whose interests are linked to those of 
friendly nations. 

“With great interest we are watching mar- 
ket supply and demand and the world 
economic situation," Prince Fahd told SPA. 

The decision marks the third time this year 
that Saudi Arabia has elected to go over the 
8.5 million bpd ceiling established in 1974 for 
crude oil liftings from the Arabian- American 
Oil Company's concessions. Aramco's East- 
ern Province oil fields account for 97 per cent 
of the Kingdom's oil production. 

Prinoe Fahd expressed the hope that the 
extension of Saudi Arabia's higher produc- 
tion levels would stabilize the world oil mar- 
ket and enable consumers to get through the 
coming winter with sufficient fuel supplies. 

, But he also urged the consuming nations to 
’• take the opportunity to take effective meas- 
ures to reduce consumption and energy 
waste." 

There is growing concern within govern- 
ment circles in the Kingdom that the oil 
import targets set by the industrialized 
nations for this year will not be met. The 
United States, the world's leading oil impor- 
ter, has established a quota for the year of 8.2 
million bpd. The nine members of the Euro- 


pean Economic Community nave a target of 
9.4 million bpd. 

The Organization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development '(OECD) reported 
earlier tins month that oil consumption had 
men over 1978 levels during the first six 
months of this year in Japan and Europe. U.S 
consumption during the first half of 1979 
declined by 1.1 per "cent, the OECD 
reported. 

Saudi Arabia lifted the ceiling for Aramco 
to 9.5 million bpd during the first quarter of 
1979 because of a world oil shor tfall. The 
shortage was brought on by a combination of 
production cutoffs during the Iranian revolu- 
tion and increased demand in .the non- 
communist world. 

' The Aramco 8.5 milli on bpd ceiling was 
reinstated on April after Ir anian produc- 
tion returned to between 325 million bpd and . 
4 million bpd. 

On July 1, in part because of pleas from the 
U.S. government, production was increased 
once more to 9.5 million bpd. Saadi Arabia's 
new ambassador to the United States, Sheikh 
Faisal Aihegelan, described the increase to a 
group of U.S. governors last month. 

“Saudi Arabia well recognizes the mutual 
importance of its relations with America and 
has sought to be forthcoming concerning 
those," be said .“The most recent Indication is 
the million-barrels-a day increase in produc- 
tion volunteered in July to help moderate 
international spot oil prices and meet the 
tight supply situation then developing." 

Spot market prices soared above $ 40 a 
barrel earlier this year , and have remained 
well above the OPEC ceiling of S 23.50 a 
barrel.

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Syria blames U.S. for M.E. tension 


DAMASCUS. Sept. 26 ( R) — 
The Syrian government daily 
newspaper Tfrhrin Wednesday 
held the United States responsible 
for the increased tension in the 
Middle East. 

In a leading article, the news-- 
paper said: “No one can argue

The Syrian pilots whose MiG- 
21 s were downed during a dog- 
fight in Lebanese skies with Israeli 
fighter jets Monday are all safe, 
the newspaper reported. 

Tichrin carried interviews with 
three of the pilots and pictures of 
them on its front page. The pilots 
stressed that they had shot down 
two Israeli jets, one of them being 


America's most sophisticated jet. 
the F-I5. 

A military spokesman nere has 
said four Syrian planes hit during 
the airbattle in Lebanese skies. 

Meanwhile a Kuwaiti news- 
paper editorial Wednesday 
blamed the inferiority of Soviet- 
supplied MiGs rather than inabil- 
ity of Syrian pilots for the loss of 
Syrian planes in battles with 
Israeli jets. 

"Our problem is not in the mas- 
tery of arms, but rather in the 
inferior types of weapons the 
Soviet Union is supplying us with, 
compared to the most sophisti- 
cated types of weapons the United 
Srates is supplying to Israel,” said 
Al-Rtd Al-Aam. 

The newspaper was comment- 
ing on Monday's dogfight over 
Lebanon, during which four 
Syrian MiG-2 Is were shot down. 
Two months ago five Syrian 
planes were downed in a similar 
confrontation with Israeli planes 

"By withholding sophisticated 
arms equivalent io American 
weapons supplied to Israel, the 
Soviet Union contributes to the 
insult and misrepuiaiion of Arabs 
as well as the humiliation of the 
Soviet arms — perhaps the Soviet 
reputation." rhe newspaper said. 
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AI~Rai Al-Aam questioned 
whether there was '‘collusion’* 
between the Soviets and the 
Americans to withhold sophisti- 
cated arms from Syria. 

Lloyds 

reverses 

decision 

LONDON. Sept. 26 (R) — 
Lloyds Insurance Underwriters 
have reversed a decision to impose 
a war risk premium on ships play- 
ing the Gulf, a leading underwriter 
said Wednesday. 

Henry Chester told Reuters 
that the decision to double the 
0.025 per cent premium on the 
value of the hulls of ships visiting 
the Gulf will not be implemented 
for the moment. 

Underwriters could, however, 
impose the war risk premium if 
conditions changed in the area, he 
added. 

Gulf insurance leaders who met 
Chester and other leading under- 
writers in London on Sept. 13 in 
an effort to reverse the Uoyds 
decision have been told of the new 
position, be said. 

Insurance representatives from 
Iran, Iraq, Saudi Arabia, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Bahrain took part in the London 
conference. 

Lloyds said at the time that 
imposing the premium, which 
should have come into force last 
month, did not mean Lloyds con- 
sidered the Gulf a war zone. 

Chester said Wednesday a 
Lloyds meeting on Monday 
decided against including the Gulf 
among regions considered war 
zones but it was up to individual 
underwriters to decide whether 
conditions at a certain time war- 
ranted a war risk premium.

JEDDAH, Sept. 26 — United 
Arab Emirates Oil Minister Mane 
Said Al- Oteiba has said that Gulf 
countries' are ready for a com- 
prehensive dialogue with Euro- 
pean countries.

meeting, and that coordination is 
to take place over the next few 
days between Gulf foreign and oil 
ministers in preparation for the 
talks. 

EEC Energy Commissioner 
Guido Brunner said last week that 


he expected talks to take place by 
November. The Taif meeting set 
up a committee to examine com- 
mon stands among Gulf oil pro- 
ducers. 

Oteiba told At -Bilad that in 
view of their political and 
economic circumstances, it is 
imperative for Gulf countries to 
take a common stand. The existing 
coordination between the King- 
dom and the Emirates in pet- 
rochemical industry could serve as 
a model for other countries to fol- 
low. 

Sheikh Hisham Nazer, planning 
minister, has said that both coun- 


tries are in_ agreement that the 
marketing of planned petrochem- 
ical production should be linked to 
the sale of petroleum.

HOUSTON, Sept. 26 — The 
Shell Oil Company ( USA) is seek- 
ing between 300,000 and 350,000 
barrels a day in guaranteed sup- 
plies of crude oil as part of its 
agreement to build a $ 2 billion 
petrochemical plant in Jubail. 

A company official here told 
Arab News that agreement over 
that clause in the contract is the 
only thin g remaining before signa- 
ture of the deal, which Saudi offi- 
cials have said they expect in two 
months. 

The plant is planned as a joint 
venture between the Saudi Baric 
Industries Corporation and Shell. 
It will have a capacity of 656.000 
tons a year of ethylene.

Southern pass 
proj ect starts 

JEDDAH, Sept. 26 — The first 
phase of the Aqabat AJ-Jawa pro- 
ject for building a road 94 
kilometers long with 30 tunnels 
and 52 bridges has begun. It will 
be finished in four years and will 
cost SR530 million. 

Abdul Rahman Abu Melha, 
director of the roads department 
in Asir region told Al - Riyadh 
Wednesday that Jawa is one of the 
major passes in the South. The 
Aqabat Shiar which links Abha to 
Mihail has been under construc- 
tion for two years. 

Abu Melha said the second 
phase of the project will be a road 
linking Furshah to Fitteiha and to 
the Jizan highway.

Sheikh Khalifa said he also discussed the Palestinian question and 
the need for reaching a just settlement, safeguarding the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people. “ We believe we cannot reach any 
settlement without the participation of the Palestinian people rep- 
resented by the Palestine Liberation Organization ( PLO), the legiti- 
mate and sole representative of the Palestinian people." 

The statement did not specifically mention current moves to con- 
vene a meeting between the Arab oil producers of the Gulf and the 
Nine Common Market states. But Qatari officials here said the 
subject was discussed between the two leaders. 

France, in its capacity as president of the European Council during 
the first six months of this year, took the lead in establishing contacts 
between the EEC and the Gulf states for long-term oil supplies. 

The oil ministers of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Iraq, R ah rain . Qatar, 
Oman and the United Arab Emirates announced after a meeting in 
Taif that they would hold another meeting at an unspecified time 
before a dialogue could take place.

The clashes between rival 
groups were reported in Man- 
sehra, Lahore, Karachi, 
Hyderabad, Padeedau, Jhang, 
Faisal abad and Gujranwaia. 

The elections proceeded peace- 
fully in most areas, however. 

Tbe municipal elections are to 
be followed by elections Nov. 17 
for a national assembly and tbe 
legislatures of the provinces of 
Punjab, Sind, Baluchistan and 
Northwest Frontier. 

In Larkana, the Sind province 
constituency of executed Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, 
there were accusations of ballot 
rigging by officials.

The roles of outside powers international responsibilities. The 


were almost as complex as those of 
the principal actors. The Soviet 
Union acted as advocate of the 
Arab cause; it espoused Arab 
proposals and offered no hint of 
possible compromise. The West 
European countries were tom 
between their impotence and their 
premonition of the economic dan- 
gers of another conflict. The most 
active, de Gaulle' s France, in 
effect embraced the Arab position 
after the Six Day War. As for the 
United States, President Johnson 
in a speech on June 19, 1967, 
sought to navigate the reefs of 
controversy by avoiding any preci- 
sion; in his discussion of borders, 
recognition, and maritime rights 
foreshadowed what later became 
the mystical ambiguities of Resol- 
ution 242. Egypt, together with 
otter Arab states, had broken dip- 
lomatic relations with the United 
States in the aftermath of the 1 967 
war. We were thus without senior 
diplomats in the capitals of the key 
Arab countries, which neverthe- 
less demanded our help in the 
negotiating process. Nasser 
insisted that we pressure Israel in 
his behalf, holding out in return 
the prospect of restoring diploma- 
tic relations with us. Why we 
should pay a price for the restora- 
tion of relations which he had cut 
off under a totally false pretext 
was never made clear. We had all 
the less incentive to do so as long 
as his policy continued to rely on 
Soviet support and catered to rad- 
ical passions throughout the Arab 
world. 

I bad always believed it essen- 
tial to reduce the scope of Soviet 
adventurist policies in the Middle 
East. For that reason the United 
States performance in the Suez 
crisis of 1956 had struck me as 
deplorable. We should have 
understood that our sudden with- 
drawal of financial support for 
Egypt's Aswan High Dam would 
be the beginning, not the end, of a 
crisis. And the crisis when it occur- 
red was in my view mishandled. 
Whatever one's view of the wis- 
dom of the British and French 
military action. I was convinced 
that we would pay heavily in the 
years ahead for shortsighted play- 
ing to the gallery. I did not think 
that manhandling our closest allies 
would achieve the lasting 
gratitude of Nasser or those who 
admired him; on the contrary, he 
would probably be confirmed in a 
course fundamentally inimical to 
Western interests. The moderate 
regimes buttressed by British 
power and prestige, especially in 
Iraq, were likely to be weakened if 
not doomed by what they could 
only see as our siding with the rad- 
ical elements exemplified by Nas- 
ser. Britain and France, their 
self-confidence and sense of 
, global relevance shattered, would 
: hasten to shed their remaining 


realities of power would then 
impel us to fill the resulting vac- 
uum in the Middle East and cast of 
Suez and so take on our own 
shoulders all the moral onus of dif- 
ficult geopolitical decisions. 

When i reached high office, 
however, my ability to implement 
my views on my position on Mid- 
dle East policy differed from otter 
issues. On other topics Nixon 
would listen to the agencies for a 
while and then act from the White 
House; thus my office assumed 
constantly growing respon- 
sibilities. But in the Middle East 
the President made a distinction 
between my planning and my 
operational functions. I was 
allowed to plan, to warn, to delay; 
I could force deliberations into the 
NSC framework — but until the 
end of 1971 1 was not permitted to 
conduct diplomacy except in rare 
periods of acute crisis such as the 
Syrian invasion of Jordan in Sep- 
tember 1970. 

The two main reasons for this, 
in my view, were Nixon's ambival- 
ent relationship with Secretary of 
State Rogers and his assessment of 
the domestic liabilities on an 
active Middle East policy. 
Because Nixon's distrust of the 
State Department thrust me for- 
ward and inevitably embarrassed 
and frustrated Rogers, Nixon con- 
stantly sought means to comfort 
his old friend. One was to reserve 
some area of foreign policy for 
Rogers's predominant influence. 

But what Nixon gave with one 
hand he tended to take away with 
the other. The areas he did not 
mind consigning were those where 
success seemed elusive, such as 
Africa, or those where the risks of 
domestic reaction were high. The 
Middle East met both of Nixon's 
criteria. He calculated that almost 
any active policy would fail; in 
addition, it would almost certainly 
incur the wrath of Israef s suppor- 
ters. So be found it useful to get 
the White House, as much out of 
the direct line of fire as possible. 

He also suspected that my Jew- 
ish origin might cause me to lean 
too much toward Israel. And, like 
other Presidents, be was not above 
feeding the rivalry inherent 
(despite the ritualistic protesta- 
tions to the contrary) between the 
offices of Secretary of State and 
security adviser in order to 
enhance his own control. 

There was a further personality 
reason for the relatively more 
active role of the State Depart- 
ment in the Middle East, and it lay 
in the character of the Assistant 
Secretary who was appointed to 
head its bureau of Near Eastern 
and South Asian Affairs. Intense, 
gregarious, occasionally frenetic, 
Joseph Sisco was not a conven- 
tional Foreign Service Offioer. He 
had never served overseas; only 
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the insistence of Dean Rusk had 
earned him promotion to the 
highest rank of the service, which 
selection boards applying more 
conventional criteria consistently 
denied him. Once there, he turned 
out to be a living proof of what 
imaginative leadership could 
achieve in the State Department 
even under a President deter- 
mined to conduct his own foreign 
policy. Enormously inventive, 
with a talent for the stratagems 
that are the lifeblood of Middle 
East diplomacy, sometimes offer- 
ing more solutions than there were 
problems, Joe Sisco seized 
bureaucratic initiative and never 
surrendered it. He was adroit in 
the ways of Washington and 
quickly established a personal 
relationship with me, perceiving 
that in the Nixon Administration 
Presidential authority would be 
the ultimate arbiter. In the end, he 
probably spent as much time 
mediating between Rogers and 
me as between the Arabs and 
Israelis. Much of the information 
that the White House was given 
about the day-to-day course of the 
State Department's Middle East 
initiatives came from Sisco to me 
or to Hal Saunders, my senior staff 
assistant on the Middle East. Joe 
managed to remain loyal to both 
his bosses, Rogers and the Presi- 
dent, and served both well. After I 
became Secretary of State I made 
him Under Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs, the highest 
career policymaking position in 
the Department. In that capacity 
he became an indispensable col- 
laborator and a close friend. 

Initiatives Galore 

When a new Administration 
comes to office it is taken for 
granted that it will “tackle" the 
important world problems: new 
Presidents always chide their pre- 
decessors for leaving issues pot yet | 
conclusively “solved." It is dif- 
ficult for any American leader to 
accept the fact that in some con- 
flicts opposing positions are sim- 
ply irreconcilable. Indeed, when 
readiness to compromise does not 
exist, forcing the issue prema- 
turely will magnify insecurity and 
instability; events that should be 
slowed down may be accelerated; 
pressures are generated that can- 
not be controlled. Every new 
Administration must learn — 
often the hard way — that one of 
the most difficult responsibilities 
of policymaking is the patience to 
pick the right moment for decisive 
action. 

Many temptations to “ do some- 
thing" awaited the new Administ- 
ration when it took office. In early 
February 1969 Israeli sources 
reported that 1,288 incidents of 
sabotage and terrorism had taken 
place in the year and a half from 
the Six Day War to the end of 
1968: 920 incidents on the Jorda- 
nian front, 166 on the Egyptian 
border, 37 on the cease-fire line 
with Syria, 35 on the Lebanese 
border, and 130 in Gaza.

wounded among military person-

Israel retaliated by air 
attacks on suspected guerrilla 


bases in Jordan; it staged a major 
attack against the Beirut interna- 
tional airport on December 28, 
1968; and artillery duels across 
the Suez Canal were a regular

There was no shortage of invita- 
tions for American diplomatic 
involvement. Two in particular

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HOPE 

IN LEBANON 


The United States has at last firmly committed itself to work 
towards ending the continuing tragedy of South Lebanon. But 
it has to realize that no positive outcome is to be expected 
unless the wider underlying causes are taken into account. It 
has also to realize that the Palestine Liberation Organization 
has to be brought into any agreement over decreasing tensions 
in that area. 

Cyrus Vance’s words before the United Nations reflect 
Washington’s growing alarm at the threat to Middle East and 
world peace posed by IsraePs constant escalation of its aggres- 
sion. It appreciates that its economic and political interests in 
the area as a whole will be in the line of fire once aggression 
turns into outright war. 

America's negative attitude to many of the area’s basic 
needs, it must be admitted, has been accompanied by a some- 
what more resolute stand on the question of South Lebanon. 
That outright war has not yet broken out there, that the Litani 
waters are still not forcibly diverted, must be in some measure 
due to America's curbs on Israel's ambitions. 

Before Vance’s statement on South Lebanon, there was 
Robert Strauss’s call for a diplomatic offensive for a settle- 
ment there. Taken together, the two views allow one to infer 
that a concrete attempt at a settlement is already under way; 
that proposals have been made to the parties involved, and 
that their answers are awaited. 

This in turn could explain Israel's present round of military 
and verbal escalation, aiming at preempting any proposed 
solution. It is obvious the Israelis are doing their utmost now 
to drag Syria into an all out confrontatioa. 

The present round of meetings in Damascus and Beirut, 
aiming at finding a unified Syrian, Lebanese and Palestinian 
approach is to be welcomed as a step in the right direction. But 
the agreement of the Arab side directly involved has to find 
context firstly in a unified Arab stand, and then in an interna- 
tionally agreed framework for peace in that area. 


A cautious 
move for 
equal rights

JOHANNESBURG — 

A bold and unexpected approach to South 
Africa’s troubled race relations is threatening to 
bring Prime Minister Pieter W. Botha more politi- 
cal trouble than the country's worst govern mental 
scandal, which plagued the first six months of his 
administration. 

The trouble is coining from the right wing of 
Botha's ruling National Patty and white ultracon- 
servative groups increasingly unhappy with his con- 
ciliatory, mildly reformist response to the demands 
of the country’s black majority. 

It is a policy that is putting Botha in doulble 
jeopardy. Already, observers here say, it has raised 
expectations among blacks that, if unfulfilled, could 
result in worse relations between the races than 
before. 

Botha has launched a massive public relations 
effort to promote better race relations and make 
reform fashionable, but be has been vague on 
details of specific changes he intends to make. 

So far, he has given his minister for black affair s, 
Piet Koombof support for attempts to bridge the 
gulf of alienation between black leaders and the 
government. Botha also has initiated some reform 
in the country’s labor laws to give, for example, 
legal status to black unions. Government officials 
have indicated privately that there are more 
piecemeal reforms of this nature to come. 

Since Botha initiated the policy after succeeding 
John Vorster as prime minister a year ago, Botha 
has steadfastly refused to back down under growing 
pressure from the right wing. 

Because of this stand, some observers feel, Botha 
may witness the emergence of the uhraconserva- 
tives as a political force rather than the mere nuis- 
ance they have been until now. Many government 
supporters already have registered their displeasure 
with Botha’s policy by staying away from the polls 
in three recent by-elections, while others gave their 
votes to tin ultraconse rva tive Herstiste (purified) 
National Party. The party has no seats in Parliament 
now, but appears to be gaining support. 

The right-wing backlash indicates just bow dif- 
ficult meaningful change is going to be in South 
Africa, where for the last 30 years whites have been 
brought upon the National Party s propaganda that 
the system of racial separation called apartheid was 
the solution to this country’s race problem. 

Meanwhile, some black leaders are cautiously 
giving Botha credit for Ins new approach. But they 
remain largely un enthusiastic about his program 
because it falls short of offering a lasting solution to 
South Africa's core political problem — the whites? 
resistance Co black demands for majority rule. 

So far, Botha's campaign has centered on jolting 
whites out of their complacency and convincing 
them that they must change if they are to survive in 
a country where they are outnumbered by blacks 
five to one. 

“ We must adapt or die," Botha told startled fol- 
lowers at a recent rally. He became the first white 
leader to warn publicly that “revolution is not a 
remote possibility' in South Africa. 

“ It can only be averted if the government looks at 
the interest of all population groups and not j ust the 
whites,” he added. “We can go into the future only 
with a message of love rather than of hate,” be told 
party followers. 

That was an unusual message from a man who, 
when be succeeded Vorster last Sept. 28, brought to 
the job a hawkish image as minister of defense, a 
post he still holds. 

To emphasize his plea for more understanding 
between black and white, Botha recently toured the 
eight homelands or reserves that the government 
has set aside for blacks and the sullen all-black 
township of Soweto, where dashes three years ago 
between demonstrating students and police left 
hundreds dead. 

As a test of the Botha administration’s sincerity, 
blacks will be closely watching how it reacts to a 
move by Soweto’s popular leader Nthato Motlana. 
The black physician recently laid a formal charge of 
defamation against a 'white mining union chief who 
told a newspaper that "blacks were like baboons.” 

The incident illustrates how Botha's new 
approach has put him in a vise. If authorities prose- 
cute the right-wing labor leader, Arrie Paul us, who 
already has criticized the government for dropping 
restrictions that kept blacks out of certain jobs, 
Botha may face a crescendo of criticism from the 
right. If Paulus is not prosecuted, blacks will wonder 
what Botha's talk of love and reconciliation is all 
about. 

Behind Botha's reformist direction lie some key 
differences in perception between himself and Vor- 
ster. 

"Vorster scoffed at the idea of revolution in 
South Africa," said one white reporter. “ Even after 
(the disturbances in) Soweto, be said it was an iso- 
lated incident.” 

Besides recognizing the real danger of black dis- 
content at home, Botha has realized that, as he put 
it, “there is a relationship between South Africa's 
domestic policies and its international strategic 
option.” He warned that wars and revolution would 
"put our security forces before an impossible task."

New opportunities for the Palestinians

During the next three months there are 
going to be discussions in all sorts of places and 
at all sorts of levels on the future of the Pales- 
tinians and the bearing this has on the wider 
question of a political settlement in the Middle 
East. 

I am not thinking only of the new session of 
the United Nations General Assembly which 
opened in New York on September 18, where 
the Palestinian question is certainly goning to 
be one of the principal issues debated. The 
United Nations provides, of course, the most 
important forum for the discussion of this or 
any other international issue. Ever since the 
General Assembly, just five years ago (on Sep- 
tember 21st 1 974), voted to include the Pales- 
tine question on its agenda for the first time 
since 1948, and followed this up by inviting 
Yasser Arafat to address the assembly in his 
capacity as chairman of the PLO, the interna- 
tional approach to the future of PaliestUie' has • 
gradually become a more realistic one. The 
debate now in progress is likely to see further 
movement towards the implementation of the 
rights of the Palestinians. 

But to put it in those terras is to remind 
ourselves of how painfully slow the progress, 
has been at the United Nations. It is not sur- 
prising that people become cynical about the 
value of an organization whose functioning 
depends on bargaining between rival interests 
and which in any case lacks the machinery to 
enforce its decisions. All the more reason, 
therefore, to take advantage of any other 
opportunities which present themselves to 
influence opinion in the outside world — for it 
is public opinion that in the end is going to 
influence the way governments vote at the 
United Nations. This is a game that Israel has 
been to play very skillfully in the past, but now 
the climate of world opinion is swinging deci- 
sively in favor of the Palestinians. And there 
will be several opportunities for the Palesti- 
nians and their supporters to take advantage 
of this change between now and the end of the 
year, at a number of international conferences 
and seminars which have been organized in 
different Western countries. 

The first of these takes place this week in 
Rome, where an all-party Italian committee 
has organized a conference from the 24th to 
26th September on the national rights of the 
Palestinians and peace in the Middle East 
Delegates have been invited from many Euro- 
pean countries and firom all over tire Arab 
world — including the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza. The organizing committee has also 
invited Israelis who have publicly supported 
the rights of the Palestinians. 


Immediately after that, from September 
28-30, there is to be an ‘International Press 
Seminar’ here in London to discuss the Arab 
image in Western Mass MetBa. The chairman of 
the sessions will be Lord Caradon, formerly 
Britain's chief representative at the United 
Nations, and Frank Rogers, who is Chairman 
of the British section of the International Press 
Institute. A number of leading newspapermen 
and academics from the United States, Europe 
and the Arab world will present papers on 
different aspects of the subject and at a dinner 
on the Saturday night the chief speaker will be 
the former prime minister of Britain, Edward 
Heath, whose topic will be: * ‘The European 
Mass Media and die Middle East -what can the 
West do? 9 ’ 

Finally — and I believe this may prove the 
most useful of all — a large-scale congress or 
seminar is being organized to take place in 
Washington from October 26-28, at which, if 
all goes well, Israeli and Palestinian particip- 
ants, including Knesset melhbexs and rep- 
resentatives of the PLO, should meet each 
other in what might be thought of as a kind of 
dress rehearsal for the conference which one 
day must decide their future relationship. The 
organisers of this meeting are the New Outlook 
group in Israel, who for many years have urged 
through their journal of the same name, that 
the security of Israel could best be ensured by 
giving proper consideration to the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinians. The fact that the 
congress will be held in Washington, with a 
large number of Americans (and other outsid- 
ers) taking part, should give it an added impor- 
tance at this moment when the excitement 
aroused by the resignation of Andrew Young 
has led to much more frank discussion in the 
United States about the proper, attitude for 
Americans to adopt towards the solution of 
the Palestine problem. 

There is surely a tremendous opportunity 
here for the Palestinians. All these gatherings 
will be international and they will be attended, 
not by officials who are restricted by the limi- 
tations of government policy, but by well- 
informed and generally sympathetic people 
who can speak as individuals. What most of 
them will want is to see the Palestinians break- 
ing through the last of the barriers which have 
prevented them from achieving their proper 
objective of self-determination and indepen- 
dence. They will be wanting to help the Pales- 
tinians — 'but they will also be wanting the 
Palestinians to help them.And what they will 
be looking for is a clear and unequivocal 
statement of Palestinian aims. 

Now, we all understand why. the Palesti- 
nians are wary, why they hestitate to play their 
own cards until they see what cards their 
opponents are prepared to play. But is there 


any advantage in further delay, now that their 
position is in fact well known — even if it has 
not been officially proclaimed? The only 
remaining argument that the Israeli govern- 
ment is able to use in refusing to negotiate with 
the PLO is that the PLO aims at “the destruc- 
tion of Israel.” Using that argument, Israel has 
browbeaten the United States ever since 1974 
into vetoing every proposal for a just solution 
of the Palestine question. A clear statement 
from the PLO that it is prepared to settle for an 
independent West Bank state living alongside 
the state of Israel would cut the ground from 
under the feet of Mr. Begin’ s government It 
would give added — perhaps decisive — 
strength to the tide which is already running so 
strongly throughout the West in favor of rec- 
ognition of the PLO and of the Palestinian 
right to self-determination. 

Of course such a statement would not solve 
every problem or achieve an immediate result 
And of course it would have to be accom- 
panied by an equally firm statement of the 
conditions which must be fulfilled: complete 
Israeli withdrawal from the occupied ter- 
ritories including East Jerusalem, the dis- 
mantling of the Israeli settlements, the right of 
the Palestinians whose homes are in Israel to 
return or to receive compensation — and so 
on. What would be lost by such a statement 
now that Chancellor Kreisky of Austria, Con- 
gressman Findley of the United States and half 
a dozen others have announced that this is 
what spokesman for the PLO have told them 
in private? 

Think rather what would have been gained. 
The Palestinians would have seized the initia- 
tive, instead of always reacting to the initia- 
tives of others. They would have demolished 
the only valid argument which the Israelis are 
able to use against the acceptance of Palesti- 
nian self-determination. To the sympathy of 
those who already support them whole- 
heartedly the Palestinians would have added 
that of millions of Americans (and many 
Europeans too) who want to give reality to the 
rights of .the Palestinians but who are held 
back by sincere doubts about the morality of 
abandoning Israel to possible “destruction.” 

We have all been through this debate before 
and I know only too well the arguments 
against what I am proposing. But in politics, as 
in any department of human affairs, a vital 
skill consists in recognising the right moment 
to change one’s position in response to chang- 
ing circumstances. Perhaps that moment has 
come for the Palestinians ... As Shakespeare 
wrote: 

‘ ‘There is a tide in the affairs of men which, 
taken at the flood, leads on to fortune; Omitted, 
all the voyage of their life Is bound in shadows 
-and in miseries. * ' 



saudi press review 


Reflecting the mounting ten- 
sion between Syria and Israel, 
most papers Wednesday led with 
the alert by Syrian armed forces 
and the meeting between Pres- 
dent Sarkis of Lebanon and PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat. They 
said the two men reached an 
agreement on what should be 
done in the country. 

Al -Medina front paged King 
Hussein's address to the United 
Nations and his demand for an 
Israeli withdrawal from the 
occupied territories as a condition 
for a peaceful settlement in the 
region. He was quoted as saying 
that Egypt had fallen into trap set 
up by Israel. 

At -Bilad led with an interview 
with the UAFs minister of oil. Dr. 
Oteiba was quoted as saying that if 
the consumer states do not cut 
back on consumption the produc- 
ers will have to raise prices in 


order to persuade them to do so. 
Besides, be said, a price hike 
would discourage waste, save oil 
for the coming generations and 
strike a fair balance between 
demand and siqjply. 

In a frontpage editorial on offi- 
cial American reaction to Israeli 
raids in Southern Lebanon Al - 
Riyadh said: 

‘ ‘ After every attack on southern 
Lebanon the official spokesman of 
the State Department Tom 
Reston speaks up to say one of a 
□umber of familiar statements. 
They include: 1 We are not sure yet 
if tire arms used are of American 
manufacture. We did not sell any 
arms to Israel to be used against 
the Arabs but only against the 
Palestinians or for self-defense. 

We are sorry for what happened. 
We urge self-restraint*. Finally he 
also reminds everybody of the 
gravity of the situation. 


“ We do not know if the Ameri- 
can warplanes used by Israel are 

made by some other country 
which in turn supplied them to 
Israel without American know- 
ledge,” the paper said. ’’Or who 
refills Israeli ammunition stores 
with the latest American pro- 
ducts? How long will the U.S. con- 
tinue to express its sorrow for 
what happened while continuing 
to give Israel its most destructive 
weaponry, something that even 
the C.S. army does not possess, 
according to Pentagon tes- 
timony?” 

The paper accused Reston of 
trying to hide the facts about the 
Middle East situation through his 
appeals for self-restraint when he 
.knows that American aims are a 
contributing factor to the gravity 
of the situation that he so Strongly 
deplores and mourns. 

It said it would be better if he 


“just shuts up instead of glossing 
over the facts,” because he is 
deceiving nobody.* "And if, 
according to him America has 
nothing to do with the Israeli 
attacks, then who has, the devil?” 
Al - Medina *s editorial dealt 
with the anniversary of the 
Yemeni revolution and paid tri- 
bute to the fighting spirit of the 
people which enabled them to 
combat various kinds of invader 
and some of the most adverse 
conditions of life. It said that the 
achievements of the people since 
the revolution are remarkable and 
worthy of admiration. 

“We are sure,” the paper saia 
“that all foreign intrigues against- 
the Yemeni people which aim at 
destabilizing their country will be 
defeated.” 

According x»Al -Jadrah Israel 
is planning to escalate the tension 
in Lebanon with a view to drawing 
the frontline states of Syria, Jor- 


dan and Lebanon into a war of its 
own choosing and timing. The 
strategic objective is to divert 
Arab attention from a peaceful 
approach to the problem, espe- 
cially in view of the recent dip- 
lomatic successes for the Arab 
point of view. “Nevertheless,” the 
paper said “the Arabs should be 
ready for war if one is imposed on 
them,” 

Okaz commented on the same 
subject and said Israels policy in 
die area is a policy of trying to 
attain military superiority in the 
region. “This is at variance with 
their claims that the-y seek a peace- 
ful solution." It blamed the Camp 
David accords for the increased 
Israeli arrogance.

Paris embarrassed after coup in Bangui 


PARIS, SepL 26 <R) - The 
saga of the Central African 
Republic is turning into a dip- 
lomatic nightmare for France as 
each day brings its crop of indis- 
cretions by the new regime and 
reminders of the honors of the 
old. 


Then at one of his many news 
conferences, the 49-year-old pres- 
ident committed gaffe number 
three, the expressed willingness to 
establish diplomatic relations with 
South Africa. 


cfEstaing was receiving perhaps 
the roughest press treatment of his 
presidency for the government’ s 
conduct of the Bokassa affair. 


It was bad enough when Presi- 
dent David Dacko let slip to cor- 
respondents that he flew into 
Bangui in a French military air- 
craft on the day of the coup that 
overthrew Emperor Bokassa. 


Dacko followed this up with 
radio announcements that 
Bokassa had been condemned to 
death in his absence for murders 
and other crimes committed in 14 
years of despotic rule. 


"Hardly an auspicious beginning 
in French eyes for a leader who 
wants to restore democracy and 
the rule of law, and has to live 
down the fact that he was the fal- 
len emperor' s adviser. 


All this was capped late Tues- 
day by the new president's asser- 
tion that the death sentence and 
the remarks about South Africa 
had been “all a great joke” 

“ You must understand, after all 
we have been through under 
Bokassa, we must now relax. All 
that was a joke," he told reporters. 

The news stories tumbling out 
of the teleprinters from Bangui 
caused consternation in Paris. 
“That denial was perhaps unfor- 
tunately expressed,” said one 
senior official, taking refuge in 
understatement 


Commentators harped on the 
dependence of the corrupt 
Bokassa regime on French pat- 
ronage, and recalled the bizarre 
episode of Bokassa' s Napoleonic 
coronation in 1 977, as well as his 
hospitality to Giscard on a hunting 
expedition last year. 


Criticism of the government 
was concentrated on its failure to 
deprive Bokassa of financial and 
other support until an interna- 
tional outcry arose in May with the 
publication of an Amnesty Inter- 
national report accusing the 
emperor of having schoolchildren 
murdered. 


As officials winced at the 
reports about the man who at the 
very least enjoyed France's tacit 
blessing. President Valery Giscard

French authorities,” wrote an 
editorialist in the normally pro- 
government Le Figaro. 

The downfall of Bokassa was 
studded with problems for France. 
First his Caravelle jet appeared 
unannounced in French air space 
and had to be allowed to stay three 
nights on an air force base while 
Paris feverishly sought some other 
haven for one of the most hated 
tyrants of Africa. In the end Ivory 
Coast accepted him. 

Despite Bokassa' s service in the 
French colonial army and his 
claims to French citizenship, the 
French government dented that 
right, fearing that it might be 
forced to put him on trial. 

Against Giscanfs doctrine of 
“Africa for the Africans” the 
French were obliged to put 1,000 
troops into Bangui with foe task of 
preventing a complete breakdown 
of law and order. 

To compound embarrassment 
at an action that smacked of a 
by-gone colonial age, Dacko said 
at a news conference that he was 
prepared to keep French soldiers 
in the republic for 10 years. 

Coupled with the bloomer on 
South Africa, such an assertion, 
was hardly Likely to appeal to 
neighboring African countries, 
which would regard this as asmear 
on their dignity and indepen- 
dence. 

The evening newspaper Le 
Monde devoted a front page article 
to a catalogue of presidential 
statements on Africa in the light of 
the coup in Ban gut 

Le Monde readied a speech in 
Cameroon earlier this year, in 
which Giscard said “We must 
bring to African countries a type 
of aid which corresponds, not to 
past memories, but to the call of 
the future.” 

Ordinary French people who 
happened to pause outside the 
base at Evreux west of Paris where 
Bokassa spent last weekend were 
quick to voice their disgust at the 
former emperor.

ROME, Sept 26 (AP) — Police 
have reported the arrest of two 
men and a wo man fa an apartment 
filled with ammunition located in 
the same Rome area where a Red 
Brigades leader was seriously 
wounded in a shootout Monday. 

Tile arrest of the three, whose 
names were not given, took place 
Tuesday during searches carried 
out for a man who escaped during 
the shootout with police. Police 
charged them with illegal arms 
possession. 

The condition of Red Brigades 
leader Prospero Gallinari, 
wounded in the shoo tom, was 
slightly improved but still critical, 
hospital official* said. 

In the same shootout a woman, 
Mara Nanni, wanted on terrorist 
charges, was arrested. 

In Palermo, Sicily, a judge who 
dedicated his life to putting Mafia 
killers behind bars was shot dead 
with his bodyguard. 

The double killin g brought the 
number of murders in Palermo 
this year to 49. 

Judge Cesare Terranova, 58, 
and his police sergeant bodyguard 
Lenin Mancoso, 57, were shot 
qutside the judge's home by two 


suspected Mafia killers as they 
were about to drive off to work. 

“It looks as though the Mafia is 
beginning to use terrorist techni- 
ques,” one police investigator said 
as he surveyed the bloody scene. 

Terranova, who presided over a 
string of sensational Mafia trials, 
spent seven years in parliament 
between 1971 and 1978 as an 
independent Communist deputy. 
There he became a leading figure 
in a government inquiry into the 
Mafia. 


BANGKOK. Sept. 26 (R) — A 
United Nations official who went 
into famine-stricken northwestern 
Cambodia last week says about 80 
per cent of the children be saw 
were starving. 

The official of the United 
Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) said in an interview 
Tuesday that there was obviously 
a very high infant mortality rate fa 
the area, which is also rife with 
malaria. 

“The first thing that strikes you 
is that there are few pregnant 
women, there are few mothers 
around, and few infan ts," said the 
mao, who declined to be named. 

He said many of the people he 
saw were slowly dying of malaria 
— “just lying down, couldn’t 
move, couldn't walk, couldn't 
work.” 

His description of starvation 
and disease was a rare eyewitness 
account of conditions in north- 
western Cambodia, which borders 
eastern Thailand. 

The official said he saw between 
8,000 and 9,000 Cambodians dur- 
ing his two-day trip, adding, “I 
have worked for the U.N. for 17 
years and have hardly seen any 
group in greater need of food 
assistance than this group.” 

He was one of a three- man team 
from UNICEF and the Interna- 
tional Red Cross which went into 
Cambodia to deliver 850 kilog- 
rams of food and medicine, pro- 
voking an angry protest from the 
Vietnamese-backed administra- 
tion fa Phnom Penh. 

The Phnom Penh Foreign 
Ministry described the mission as 
“an extremely grave ill- 
intentioned act violating the 
sovereignty of the People’s 


Spanish paper denounces 
‘maneuver’ to oust Suarez 


MADRID, Sept 26 (AP) — A 
leading Spanish newspaper Wed-' 
oesday warned against “shadowy 
or violent maneuvers” to over- 
throw Premier Adolfo Suarez and 
said if such illegal methods were 
tried the premier should know the 
country was behind him_ 
Commenting editorially on 
Saurez” sudden cancellation 
Tuesday of a trip to the United 
States and Central America 
because of unrest and terrorism at 
home, the independent news- 
paper El Pais said that only parii- 
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ament could constitutionally 
remove the premier. 

The newspaper did not single 
out dissident generals or right- 
wing leaders who have criticized 
Suarez, but it left little donbt at 
whom its warning was aimed. 

In an earlier editorial Tuesday, 
ElPais said perhaps high army and 
government officials should think 
about what it called “the pessim- 
ism” of Ll Gen. Jaime VGlans del 
Bosch, one of four generals who 
has publidy criticized the premier. 

Tlie newspaper questioned 
whether Milans del Bosch’s view 
that post-Franco democracy had 
resulted in terrorism, inflation and 
deterioration of authority affected 
his military role. 

El Pais also said the premier 
should explain to the nation “the 
reasons why he felt it was neces- 
sary not to leave the country.” 

However, Suarez remained sil- 
ent after telling reporters that the 
trip bad been called off because of 
“internal matters that need more 
attention.” 

Suarez conferred separately 
with King Juan Carlos and Social- 
ist leader Felipe Gonzalez after his 
office announced the scheduled 
nine-day trip to Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Panama and the 
United States was postponed with 
no new dates set 

The liberal newspaper Diario 16 
said the premier decided he 
should stay fa Spain because the 
government was tipped that the 
Basque separatist organization 
ETA was planning a “ large-scale” 
terrorist attack in Madrid. 

The guerrillas have assassinated 
60 persons this year, including 10 
military men, and have declared 
war against a referendum OcL 25 
fa the northern Spanish region to 
approve home rule for the area. 
ETA demands full independence.

BUENOS AIRES, SepL 26 (R)

man was stripped of his Argentine 
citizenship Tuesday and put 
aboard a plane for Rome on his 
way to Israel, the interior ministry 


Timerman, 56, who founded 
several publications including the 
daily La Opinion, was arrested in 
April 1977. He was accused of 
having links with a financial group 
beaded by missing banker David 
Graiver, who was alleged to have 
handled left-wing guerrilla funds. 

He was released a year later 
after the supreme court and a 
militar y tribunal cleared him of all 
charges, but was immediately 
placed under house arrest on 
unspecified financial accusations. 

A commission sent to Argen- 
tina by the Organization of 
American States to investigate 
alleged human rights violations 
dealt with his case last week. The 
Argentine Supreme Court then 
ruled that the government had 
exceeded its powers fa detaining 
him and said he should be freed.

encountered people both in a very 
dense forest and in open plains. 
The incidence of malaria was par- 
ticularly bad in the forests. 

“I would say that more than 
two-thirds of the population (the 
team said) were affected by 
malaria, many to the extent where 
they were just lying down, 
couldn't move, couldn't walk, 
couldn't work,” he said. 

“Many of the people we saw 
were dying slowly.”

Community and U.S. 
agree on oil quotas 


PARIS, Sept. 26 (Agencies) — 
Leadi. j European Common 
Market countries and the United 
States reached agreement Wed- 
nesday on how oS imports should 
be distributed among them to 
meet the community’s overall 
target of no more than 472 million 
tons a year up to 1985. 

Tbe U.S. delegation, led by 
Energy Secretary Charles Dun- 
can, demanded specific oil import' 
ceilings for each European Com- 
mon Market country, while the 
Europeans held out for more flex- 
ible targets. 

Duncan and the ministers from 
Canada, Japan, West Germany, 
France, Britain and Italy agreed 
on the creation of a central record 
of international oil transactions. 
Common Market Energy Com- 
missioner Guido Brunner 
announced. 

Tankers 

They were also to discuss a 
proposal that oil tankers carry 
documents showing the original 
purchase price of their cargoes, 
and the establishment of an inter- 
national energy technology group. 

But the central topic on the 
follow-up to the JuneTokyo meet- 
ing of the leaders of the seven 
nations was a country- by-oountxy 
breakdown of the 472 million-ton 
annual oil import limit pledged by 
the nine member states of the 
European Common Market. 

Brunner told reporters the nine 
nations would stick to an oil 
import ceiling of 472 million tons 
annually from 1980 to 1985. He 
announced agreement on goals for 


individual nations' imports for 
1985, but left open the specific 
targets for the intervening years. 

He said the 1985 target figures 
were: West Germany, 141 mfliion 
Italy, 124 million, Fiance, 111 
million, the Netherlands, 49 mil- 
lion, Belgium, 3 1 million, 
Denmark, 11 million, Ireland, 8 
million, and Luxembourg, 2 mil- 
lion. 

North Sea 

Britain, which is a major pro- 
ducer from the North Sea, would 
be pledged to export 5 million tons 
in 1985, Brunner said, 

Brunner said further study was 
needed on what to implement tl^e 
decision to register international 
oil transactions on a monthly 
basis. He added the seven would 
seek “other took’ to give a clear 
picture of the world oil market 

French Industry Minister 
Andre Giraud said the results of 
the morning discussions were 
“very comforting.” 

Quotas 

The four Common Market 
nations at the talks were believed 
ready to resist U.S. pressure for 
specific quotas. West Germany in 
particular has ai gued against exact 
quotas on the grounds that import 
levels should depend to some 
extent on economic growth. 

Another crucial point is how to 
calculate British exports of North 
Sea oil to other market nations. 
The Europeans say the exports 
should not be counted in the 472 
million-ton figure, but the Ameri- 
cans may contest this. 

“North Sea oil is a big question 
mark,” one senior U.S. official 
said.

But selling halts advance 

Dollar gains slightly against yen 


TOKYO, Sept 26 (AP) — The 
dollar advanced hesitantly 
against the Japanese yen Tuesday 
and Wednesday, bat its upward 
progress was halted at times by 
selling by speculators who found 
they had bought too much of the 
U.S. currency. 

Wednesday’s closing price here 
was 223 yen, after fluctuating in 
heavy trading, but still up from the 
222.425 yen dosing on Tuesday. 
Both figures were up from Fri- 
day’s close of 221.375 yen. Mon- 
day was a holiday hens. 

The slight upward progress of 
the dollar was attributed by cur- 
rency dealers here to the realign- 
ment of currency values by the 
European. Monetary System over 
the weekend. 

Tuesday the dollar had opened 
at 223.4 yen, reflecting 
advances in Europe caused by the 
currency realignment, and later in 
the day climbed to a Hi gh of 223.7 
yen. 

But then, dealers said, 
operators who bought dollars in 
anticipation of a tight supply over 
rite Long weekend began selling. 

Wednesday, however, it began 
to bounce back, and at the close 
was up almost two yen from Fri- 
day’s level. 

Government and Bank of Japan 
officials welcomed the European 
realignment, saying it would help 
stabilize the international money 
market 

but they expressed concern that 
a resulting stronger dollar coold 
hurt Japan's economy since a 
weak yen will posh uprpricqs of 
imports, contributing to inflation.

In London, the dollar was 
steady to firmer against leading 
world currencies Wednesday, 
while gold bullion prices fell by 
about $ 3 an ounce.

Tourists changing dollars in any 
of these countries pay a rate 
slightly higher than these inter- 
bank rates because of commission. 

Gold opened in London at $ 
373.50 a troy ounce, down $ 3 
from Tuesday’s dosing $ 37650 
and$ 1 3.50 below its all-time peak 
of$ 386 hit during last week’s bul- 
lion buying boom. 

The Zurich opening price wasS 
373, down from $ 376.50.

London bullion dealers said 
gold* s lower price was thought to 
be the result of profit-takine. 


Despite the price dip. Metal Bui - 
lerin, the British metal trade jour- 
nal, said this week that gold is now 
well entrenched as a vital part of 
investment portfolios. 

Recognizing the metals attrac- 
tion, Britain's Royal Mint is 
reported to be making gold 
sovereigns for the first time in 42 
years. An issue of 50,000 coins is 
planned at$ 138 a piece, on sale in 
Britain and the United States. 

The last time the Royal Mint 
issued gold sovereigns was to 
commemorate the coronation of 
King George VI in 1937. 

The demand for predous metals 
to effect inflation and avoid the 
pitfalls of weak currencies, has 
sent tile price of platinum, s&ver 
and other metals soaring on the 
London metal exchange. 

Copper jumped to more than $ 
2 , 1 00 a metric ton Tuesday, a gain 
of nearly $ 210 in the past week. 

Platinum is trading at an all- 
time high of $ 525 a troy ounce 
after a $ 1350 hike Tuesday.

CALGARY, Sept 26 (AP) - 
Except for the United States and 
Panada, oil- importing countries 
are moving slowly to lessen their 
dependence on the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries, according to a recent study. 

A survey .of active drilling rigs 
presented at the recent World Pet- 
roleum Congress says oil explora- 
tion remains heavily concentrated 
in the United States, OPEC conn- 
tries and to a lesser extent. 
Canada. 

The survey, by F.R. Parra of 
Petroieos de Venezuela; found 
3,578 drilling rigs active at the 
start of this year outside the com- 
munist world: 2^19 in the United 
States, 421 in OPEC countries 
and 241 in Canada. 

That left 697 rigs in the rest of 
the non- communist world, induct- 
ing scores of developing countries 
that need relief from foe costs of 
imported oiL 

The Middle East 

In geographic comparisons. 
Canada's total of 241 is higher 
than that for all of Africa (197), 
Western Europe (155), foe Mid- 
dle East (165) and the rest of Asia 
(186)! 

Except for the huge U.S. total, 
only Mexico’s 174 rigs come dose, 
to Canada's effort on a national 
baas. 

In addition to excluding 
centrally-planned economies, the 
figures also exclude rigs working 
over existing holes. 

The worldwide total, Parra said, 
has been growing by an average of 
63 rjgs a year, with almost half that 
increase in OPEC countries. 

Although not ruling out die 
possibility of a “surprise 1 ’ some- 


where, Parra said, “the simple 
truth is that there is no way in 
which explosion and foe develop- 
ment of new capacity can expand 
much foster in the next 10 to 15 
years than it has in the past. 

OPEC countries added about 
466, 000 barrels annually to their 
daily oil production capacity from 
1966 to 1974, he said, but there 
was no growth in the United States 
and Canada, and elsewhere capac- 
ity grew by 446,000 barrels. 

For the future, he said, “one 
would hope to see .greatly 
increased exploration outside foe 
OPEC area, but it is difficult to see 
daily capacity growing at much 


more than 500,000 barrels eaci 
year.”

Senate overrules Carter 
on ‘windfall-profits’ tax 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 26 
( AP) — Over foe objections of foe 
Carter administration, the Senate 
Finance Committee agreed 
unanimously Tuesday to allow a 
major portion of U.S. oil produc- 
tion to escape the proposed 
“windfall-profit^ tax. 

. In what is expected to be only 
the first in a £e$fe$--°f moves to 
weaken foe .tax proposed by Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter, the 'panel 
voted 13-0 to exclude “newly dis- 
covered oil" from its coverage. 

That category covers a tiny frac- 
tion of current U.S. production. 
But by 1990, under the bill passed 
by the House newly discovered oil 
would account for 43 per cent of 
all U.S. oil covered by the tax. 

The exemption would reduce by 
$14 billion foe $104 billion that 


the House-passed bill is estimated ; 
to produce from 1980 through ! 
1990. That figure already has ' 
been cut by $5 billion to allow an 
administration- supported exemp- 
tion for hard- to- get “heavy oil." 

Carter proposed foe tax to take 
away some of the billions of dol- 
lars that will go to foe oil owners 
and producers as a result of bis 
decision to phase our price con- 
trols on U.S.-produced crude oil. 

The tax would apply not to oil 
profits but simply to a portion of 
the extra revenues that will be 
generated as U.S. prices climb to 
world- market levels. 

Carter recommended that the 
tax revenues' be used to pay for 
developing alternative fuels, 
improving mass transportation 
and helping poor Americans pay 
their energy bills.

Pummels American Baker 

Britain’s Hope retains WBC crown 
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LONDON. Sept. 26 (R) — 
Maurice Hope of Britain pounded 
American challenger Mike Baker 
into defeat in the seventh round 
Tuesday night to retain his world 
light middle weight boxing champ- 
ionship with an impressive display 
of power. 

The Antigua-born London 
fighter put Baker onto tbe canvas 
with a stunning left hook midway 
through the seventh round of a 
fight that he always dominated, 
and though Baker got up he was 
immediately pummelled into a 
defenseless hulk. 

Referee Raymond Baldeyrou 
of France stopped the World Box- 
ing Council title fight at two 
minutes 30 seconds of the seventh. 

It was Hope's first defense of 
the title he took from Italy’s 
Rocky Mattioli in March. 

It was the 28th win for Hope 
against only two early career los- 
ses — and a draw — and tbe style 
of his performance should put him 
in line for a lucrative defense 
against an American challenger of 
more stature than Baker. 

The American, 27, was seventh 
rated by the WBC despite a spot- 
ted career. 

He was never really in tbe battle 
as Hope took every round using 
his right hand lead effectively to 
open cuts under both Baker's eyes 
and to score heavily with his 
booming left hook. 

Baker was cut as early as the 
second round and had only wild 
body swings in a bid to hold off 
Hope. At the start of the fifth 
Hope showed his power when he 
opened up with a smashing left 
hook that staggered the Ameri- 
can. He cased Baker all over the 
ring for the three minutes, pound- 
ing punches to the bead and body, 
but Baker held on until the beU.

A wee gripe has surfaced among the 
lounge lizards who hang out most nights at 
Jeddah's Meridien Hotel. 

They're very thankful, mind you, of 
management's generosity in installing a 
closed-circuit television screen booked 
into the hotel's system in the lobby for the 
use of coffee and tea sippers. 

The 12 or 14 riyals they spend on coffee 
■and a pastry is well worth the opportunity 
to watch television shows from the States 
on the hotel's system, and in any case it 
sure beats shelling out the thousands 
necessary to buy a home video system. 

I m an occasional patron there myself, 
and certainly can't complain too strenu- 
ously about the hotel's service. 

But there is one minor matter. Those of 
us who watch TV there regularily have 
gotten used to the fact that programs are 
only changed once a month. 

Guests staying in the hotel rarely 
inhabit their rooms for more than a week 
at a time, and the monthly shipment of TV 
films is usually sufficient to last a week 
without repeats.

Senators hit back 

Gromyko blasts U.S. 
on Cuba troops issue 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 26 (A F) — 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, in 
a scathing attack on the United States, sug- 
gested Tuesday that the dispute over Russian 
troops in Cuba is an artificial one. 

Gromyko's exceptionally strong state- 
ment, in a speech to the U.N. General 
Assembly, underscored what U.S. sources 
said was a lack of progress in Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance’s uegotiations with 
Gromyko over the troops. 

Gromyko did not specifically mention the 
troops issue in his speech to the Assembly. 
But it seemed clearly on his raiud as be 
lamented that “ all sorts of falsehoods are 
being piled up concerning the policies on 
Cuba and the Soviet Union. " 

The veteran diplomat said the two Com- 
munist states were the target of a propaganda 
campaign. “ Our advice on this score is sim- 
ple, " he said. 

“ It is high time that you honestly admit 
that this whole matter is artificial and proc- 
laim it to be closed- " 

Gromyko' s remarks appeared to represent 
a flat Soviet rejection of U.S. charges that the 
Russian troops impinge on U.S. security 
interests. 

“ The Soviet Union and other countries of 
the Socialist community have never 
threatened anybody, nor are they threatening 
anybody now, " he said. 

Gromyko then went on to declare that 
" noninterference in the affairs of others ” is 


a basic principle of U.S.-Soviet relations. 

“ We shall not allow anybody to meddle in 
our internal affairs, ” he said. 

According to U.S. officials, who hsked not 
to be identified, the Soviets are taking a simi- 
lar hard line in the negotiations with V: nee. 

The officials said the Russians woulc lot 
give ground on the troops despite U.S. warn- 
ings that the SALT Q treaty could fail to win 
ratification in tlfe senate as a result. 

The negotiations, now in their third week, 
appeared to be approaching a stalemate. 
However, Vance and Gromyko have 
scheduled another meeting here on Thurs- 
day. 

If the Soviets do not offer concessions over 
the 2,000 to 3,000 troops then, the U.S. 
sources said, prospects for ratification by the 
end of the year will be extremely dim. 

Gromyko told the assembly that the Soviet 
Union wanted “ normal and, what is more, 
friendly relations with the United States. " 
But he said that required observance of “ the 
principles of peaceful coexistence and nonin- 
terference in the affairs of others. ” 

Vance also took a tough line in his address 
to the 152-nation assembly on Monday. He 
. said that the East-West relationship " can 
deteriorate dangerously whenever one side 
fails to respect the security interests of the 
other. ” 

In the negotiations, the United States has 
not threatened retaliation. But Carter 
administration officials have used “ leaks” 


Carter apparently hoping 
to forestall Kennedy race 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26 (AP) — President 
Jimmy Carter apparently has not abandoned 
hope of persuading Senator Edward M. Ken- 
nedy that it would not be a good idea to 
challenge him for the 1 980 Democratic pres- 
idential nomination. 

At the very least. Carter has sent up clear 
signals to the Massachusetts senator that a 
challenge would prompt a vigorous counter- 
offensive. 

The U.S. president volunteered his first 
direct attack on his potential opponent dur- 
ing a “town meeting" in the New York City 
Borough of Queens Tuesday night. 

When Stewart Weinberg, 22, announced 
he had been a campaigner for the president in 
1976 and wanted to know “what makes you 
think your first term merits a re-election,” 
Carter concluded his lengthy response by say- 
ing: 

“ ... I am for national health insurance ... we 


don’t have it Senator Kennedy has been in 
Congress for 16 years. His major premise, bis 
major goal, has been to establish a com- 
prehensive national health insurance policy 
.... he has never gotten a comprehensive 
national health bill out of his subcommittee. 
It is not easy.” 

After an interruption for applause, Carter 
said he believes “I now have enough support 
in the Congress to do it before this term is 
over” in 1980. 

That thrust at Kennedy came without 
prompting. 

He than got down to what might be called 
subliminal politics. 

The president’s aides have said Carter will 
not raise the question of Kennedy s reaction 
to crisis conditions when be drove a car off a 
Massachusetts bridge in 1969, resulting in the 
death of Mary Jo Kopcchnc.

Muzorewa seeking white support 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (AP) — Abel 
Muzorewa, seeking to reassure white suppor- 
ters of his Zimbabwe Rhodesia government, 
said Tuesday there would have been catas- 
trophe had he rejected British demands to 
strip the white minority of iconstitutional veto 
powers. 

In an “address to the nation” clearly aimed 
at Rhodesian whites who are anxiously 
watching his acceptance of Britain' s constitu- 
tional proposals at the peace talks here. 

Radioactive gas leak 
reported in America 

MINERAL. Virginia, Sept. 26 (AP) — 
Virginia Electric and Power Co. officials say 
safety devices automatically shut down a nuc- 
lear reactor after an accident and release of 
radioactive gas at the North Anna Power Sta- 
tion. 

VEPCO officials said none of the five 
workers exposed to the gas received exces- 
sive doses of radiation. 

VEPCO' s North Anna nuclear unit I was 
turned off Tuesday morning- after a heat 
exchanger tube apparently ruptured. 

The malfunction caused radioactive xenon 
gas to be released in an auxiliary building and 
then vented into the atmosphere, said Wil- 
liam L. Proffirt, the utility’s senior vice presi- 
dent. 

Both the government and the utility said 
the incident near this North-Central Virginia 
community posed no danger to workers or 
the public. 


Muzorewa declared: 

“To some it may seem our darkest hour, 
but the brightest dawn is in sight” 

The text of Muzorewa' s emotional appeal 
for racial unity was released here as lawyers 
from his delegation and the opposing Patrio- 
tic Front guerrilla movement met separately 
with British officials to write up the new con- 
stitution. 

Its general principles were agreed Monday, 
the start of the third week of the British- 
convened peace talks, after the guerrillas — 
in a major turnabout — conceded whites 
could have 20 per cent of parliamentary seats 
initially. 

Meanwhile Muzorewa’ s foreign minister, 
David Mukome, said the peace talks have 
reached a stage where the Salisbury administ- 
ration would be prepared to run against the 
Front in new elections, providing agreement 
was reached on suitable transition arrange- 
ments. Muzorewa left London Tuesday 
afternoon to confer in Vienna with Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky, a reliable source 
in his delegation said. 

Mukome and other aides refused to con- 
firm or deny Muzorewa' s departure. It 
appeared they wanted an announcement of 
the trip by Muzorewa, whose government no 
country has recognized, to come from Vie- 
nna. 

Last week Patriotic Front co- leader Joshua 
Nkomo made a one-day trip to Brussels to 
report on the talks to Socialist leaders of the 
nine-nation European Common Market.

There’s simply no 
doubt about it. ” 

Baker called on President Jimmy Cartel co 
release to the public foe evidence showing the 
presence of the Soviet troops in Cuba. 

Senator Henry Jackson called Gromyko's 
statement" a boldface lie ” adding that" the 
SALT process has been put on ice for an 
indefinite period. " 



Carter made a statement that seemed 
intended to resurrect memories of the inci- 
dent without any direct reference. 

" We’ve had some crises where it required a 
steady hand, a careful and deliberative deci- 
sion to be made," he t told his Queens audi- 
ence. 

“I don't think I panicked in the crisis.*'

Soviets said 
using U.N. 
as spy base 

LONDON, Sept. 26 (AP) — 
The Soviet Union considers the 
United Nations“foe tallest obser- 
vation tower in foe Western 
world,” and almost all the Soviet 
professionals employed by the 
U.N. are spies, defected Russian 
former U.N. official Arkady 
Shevchenko said in a British tele- 
vision program. 

Shevchenko, interviewed on the 
British Broadcasting Corp.'s 
“panorama” program Monday, 
claimed a Russian special assistant 
to U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim is a professional officer 
of the KGB, the Soviet equivalent 
of the American CIA. 

The ex-Undersecretary Gen- 
eral for Political Affairs also 
named Geli Dneprovsky, recently 
appointed chief of personnel' at 
the U.N.'s Geneva headquarters, 
as a high-level KGB officer. Bri- 
tain and other Western delega- 
tions tried to block his appoint- 
ment, but it was put through any- 
way under Soviet pressure, the 
program reported. 

“I would say it would be a fair 
guess it would be foe minimum 
that half are KGB or GRU offic- 
ers,” he said. GRU is Soviet milit- 
ary intelligence. 

“I do not think they have very 
many posts at a very high level,” 
Shevchenko said. “ Most of those 
which they have are in medium 
level posts or junior posts."
